To many there is always Bomethiog 
peculiarly attractive about the Polar 
regions ; and ^hat has been \rritten m 
regard to explorations into that unknown 
zone, their diftictilties aiid dangers, has 
only served to increase the interest and 
intensify the faacinatiofi of readen of 
narratives conoerniug the fiearch for the 
North Pole. This laud of the midnight 
snn has recently been brought promin- 
ently before tho world by the disptite in 
reference to Wrangel Lund, the search 
for the Jeannette, and the disooveries 
made by Lieutenant Bohwatka, the dar- 
ing yonng ofnc«r of the Third United 
Stat^ Cavalry, who found the remains 
of the famous and fated Franklin expedi- 
tion. In hit book ob tiM trvMs Mid 
explorations which led np to tlie dis- 
eoveries, liCr. Qiider, the aecond in com- 
mand of Lieutenant Schwatka*B expedi- 
tion, writes as follows on the midnight 
sun : "We were beginning to got useid 
to the phenomena of the Aiotio, not the 
least Among whioh is tbo 'midnight 
Bun.' It is difiieiiit for one who has not 
witnessed it himself to nndt rstand the 
meaning of this i>orteni. The idea of 
the long AfOtie night seems to be much 
more generally comprehended. Nearly 
all writers upon the subject, whether 
those, who hftTO fhemseWes experiMiced 
its effects, or those whose knowledge is 
derived from study, dwell with great 
force on the terrible depressing effect 

Jin the pfaysM eigMdzation of natives 
the median zones caused by the long 
Arotio night whenever brought within 
its inflaenoe. Thongh nmok teie has 
been written or said concerning the 
interminable day, its effects are almost 
as deleterious upon the stranger as the 
prolonged night Indeed, to the so- 
journer in high latitudes, the day is 
much more appreciable, for at no point 
yet Tisitod by man is the darkness the 
total darkness of night throughout the 
entire day, where the ' midnight stm ' 
makes the night like noon-day. £ven 
when the ran pa ss e s below the horiaon 
at its upper culmination, the daylight is 
as intense as at noon in lower latitudes, 
when the son's disk is obscured by thin 
olonds. The long twilight in the north, 
where the suns apparent path around 
the earth varies so little in latitude at its 
upper and lowor enlminations, tdm 
some of the edge off of the prolonged 
night at the highest latitade ever at* 
taiued by the Arctic explorer ; but there 
if nothing to releive the *'lbiig, kng, I 
Wttiy day' of ita full iwwer upon the \ 
system. There (in the north), in tlie 
bpriug, the sun never sets. There is no ' 
morning and no night. It i.s one con- 
tinuous day for months. At tii'st it i 
seems ditiicult to understand this sti'onge 
thing in nature. One never knows 
when to sleep. The world Hoems to be i 
entirely wrong, and mail grows nervous [ 
and restless. Sleep is driven from his 
weaiy eye-ids, his ai)petite tails, and al) 
the disiigret'able results oi yroti'iwted . 
vigils uru apparent, but grudually he ; 
becomes used to this state of aflairs, 
devises means to darken his tent, ami 
oui'e more eiijoyn hix hour of ri'st. In 
fact he IcMJiin how to lake .nlv.uilage ol 
ther new arriuigoment, and When travel* 
ing i>i.i -ii'.'H 1;;h journey at nij bt, m 
when tJie Nun is lowest, liecause then lit 
fludii the frost that hardens the suuw s 
grsflt ftsmstHhoe in sledging."

Tiie "Temple of 
Longevity," or Cheung Show-Sz, as the 
Cliinese call it, is one of tlie oldest and 
most notable in that great city. It con- 
t.'iins a eolo.MRal figure of lUiddha in a re- 
cuml)ent posture, and is a Khriue of 
prayer for k>ng life. Not only is it not^ed 
for the extent and nu:nber of it halls and 
altars, but for tlie rarj b»'auty of its guv- 
dens, the variety of its tnM'R aiuT m. n 
colored flower.-*. TIi< .st' siiir inu'l llsh- 
l^< n'l'=; a:id sinuuU'* p.tth h' ulir.j^ to pa- 
vilions, forming all in all a panorama ol 
oriental luxuriousness. Mandwrfnt of 
diMtinrtion i-tajhif; t- nijioraiily in Oan- 
Um^ often rent a riin-.u* of buddings 
fronting this giird<'n. TIk- priostft 
(l>oDzeh) of this temple liavo a repnla- 
tion lor superior learning', but Hke most 
liuddhi-it pri» sts aie bilieveU to be quit«» 
lax in kecking tlieir vows of celibacy. 
Buddha enj.tintd that monks and nun< 
Hhould live apart, but it i;* well known 
that they do not kei j) this injunction. 
The priesi* lor the most part, as well ax 
tho nuns, are from the lower nnd mendi- 
cant ranks of the |>eople. Tiiey eutei 
the ttkooasteriee only m su indolent 
means df livelihood, and not that they 
are imbnod or care for the lofty teach- 
ings of Buddha. The Chinese people, 
high and low, are so well aware of wis, 
and liave come to look upon this immor- 
alitjr of monastic life with such stolid 
indifference, as to make it a most singa- 
lar event to mob and destroy a great and 
ancient, temple, like that of "Longev- 
ity," for the reason that the prie^ta and 
nuns are guilty of the vice of non-oelib- 
acy. Is tliere to be a migh^ upheaval 
in Buddhism ? Has some great reformet 
in thai wonderfol ohnroh organizatioB 
arisen to restore the enoient faith and 
teaching of Shakyamuni C3kmtamj 
Buddha ¥ It has been given out not ou- 
frequently reoenfly in Asia, '*Oia< 
Ihiddhism is again to begin a new ooreei 
of purification and conquest." Thii 
rising against an evil long tolerated indi- 
cates a movement ^-hioh may mean mor«f 
than the mere ebullition of a day. Chimi 
moves slowly, with all the slo^mess oi 
an immobile raee, ind thoM'Wfao heps 
for growth are so often disappointea, 
that any movement to break up the rot- 
tenness of centuries is a sign of progress 
in this remarkably interesting peqaie.<i-
